to chaftize them. Upon this they very prettily turn upon 
ws with infuleing Sneers, Do if you can, his Worfbip fays 
you have no Right to corre us; we are not afraid. 1 be- 
fi¢ve, Sit, a ‘Treatment like this from a Boy to his Mafter, 
ininfufferable, and very july ‘deferves the Strapado. A 
Matter, who lias not a little been infulted by his bp ce- 
Boy, had.lately the Flonor to be ‘canried before his Ma onfhip, 
dnd bound over ; for’ which -bis War/bip. demanded a Fee 
of 2s.

The Qualifications of thefe Magiftrates are defcribed by 
the Statute to be “* Men of the bef Reputation, the moft 
prevalent in the County, together with /ome Lawyers.” 
They mutt be /us/antial Perions of good Governance, and 
not Steward to any Lord, or any who /eed the Office, nor 
qualified unlefs they had 20 4 a Year, except the Men of 
the Law. ‘This lait Exception helps me to account for ad- 
mitting a certain Perfon into the Commiflion, who told us 
in a aveck/y Paper, which he wrote for Hire, that he was a 
Lawyer, though he had the Misfortune to be believed by 


very few. 


Bot as thefe Qualifications appear to regard only Cownty- 
Magifirates, 1 doubt thole appointed fora Liberty are in 
no wife to be incumbered with them. Hence it is no Won- 
der, that we fee far /uperior Qualifications diftinguifh the 
Contftituents of a B*ch every Day under our Eye. Whe- 
ther we confider them in their collective Capacity, or judi- 
cioufly difperfed thro” the Purlicus of Bufinefs and the pub- 
lic Scenes of ACtion, whercin it muft be allowed fome of 
them fhew a wonderful Sagacity in difcovering proper Situa- 
tions for ercQing their particular Juficiaries, for the Ac- 
commodation of the Injured ; either Way, orevery Way, 
they firike our Admiration. 


I could have withed my Correfpondents had been a Jittle 
more circumftantial in their Account, and given us the Par- 
ticulars of the Cafe which his Woybip fat in Judgment 
npon, Ifthe Matter gave his Apprentice immoderate Cor- 
rection, or did not allow him fufficient Meat and Drink, 
the Magitlrate hits done no more than his Duty in binding 
him over to thé Seffions; where the Court may, if they 
fee juft Cau‘e, difcharge the Lad. — It is not only the Duty 
of a Magiftrate, but very laudable in him, to interpofe his 


| Authority between a crucl Mafter and his opprefled Ap- 
“prentice. 


But this ‘ought to be exercifed however with 
Caution, left the juft Authority of Matters be brought into 
Contempt, and fo eneourage their Servants in Mifbehaviour. 


If it be true, that his Wor/bip laid it down as a general 
Rule, that a Mafter hath no Right to correét his Appren- 
tice, he appears to be very much miflaken ; for I apprehend 
a Mafter is not only well warranted in giving his dilobe- 
dient, or otherwife willfully offending, Apprentice mode- 
rate Corre&ion ; but onght to do it at all Events, in Exam- 
ple to others. It isnot very natural to believe, that a 
Matter will deal over feverely with his apprenticed fervant, 
as it is againft his Intereft fo todo; for if he once getsa 
bad Name in his Neighbourhood for feverity, few or no 
Parents: regard their Children fo Itttle as to put them under 
the Power of fuch a Tyrant. ‘Tho’ there are particular 
examples of feverity having been exercifed by fome ill- 
natured Maflers towards their indentured fervants: bat 
then this is not general. Such a cruel Mafter not only de- 
ferves to have his Apprentice refcued from him by Autho- 
rity, but proper Punifhment befides. 


I apprehend that the natural Authority of a Father does 
in a great meafure devolve upon the Mafter ; who there. 
fore has undoubted Right to give moderate Corre@ion, as 
often as the Lad willfully offends ; for, without this Power, 
it is impoffible for a Man to regulate bis Family, or carty 
on his Bufinefs. Nothing bat Ignorance will aver the con- 
trary: and to run to a Magiftrate with every little Com- 
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plaint neccMary to be remedied in a Man's Familyy is a ri- 
diculous Pofition, aud would almbft tempt a Manto believe 
thata ]*it"ce, who fhould have the Folly to inculcate this, 
has an qudireét Defign in View to monopolize Corre€tion 
into his own Hand, tor Reafons not advileable to be mea 

tioned. My Correfpondents oblerve rightly, ihat a per- 
verfe Boy has various Ways of offending, without being 
direétly guilty of a Faét. Negleé& and Omifion more ct. 
fectually provoke a Malter than even direét A€tion. Geil. 
tures of Body, ‘Turns of the Eyes, Dittortion of the 
Mouth, or {napping of the Finger and Thumb, humming 
or whiltling a Lune, are fuch Marks of Contempt as no 
Matter can, or ought to, overlook. Are fuch Offences as 
thefe proper for his Worfbip’s Cognizance? Are they not 
equivocal, and may be evaded by applying contrary 
Mcdnings to them? ‘The poor Laa’s wry Mouth pro- 
ceeded from his not being well: He fnapt his Finger, or 
hummed a ‘Tunc, becaule he was innocently chearful, &c. 
Were I a Matter I would, in fuch cafes, horfewhip my 
Apprentice, tho’ he were his Vorjip’s own Son, and in bis 
Prefence too; and the rather as 1 much doubt, whether a 
fingle Magiftrate can legally commit an Apprentice to 
Bridewell tor Milbehaviour towards his Matler. It isa 
moot Point ; and tho’ it has been done, it is no Reafon it 
fhould be legal. 

A Matter is almoft in as bad a Cafe with a perverfe, 
incorrigible Apprentice as le would be with a bad Wife, 
nay worle; for according to a late learned Saze of the Law 
(with deference to the Ladies I mention it) a Hufbind may 
dicipline his Wife with a Cat o’-xine tails, tho’ he may not 
knock her down with a Club: But the Ladies of Roche/ler 
put a Negative on this Law, and complimented the Sage 
vpon it with very cleanly Applications from their Bed- 
Chambers, a: he was going out of ‘Town: I fay, a 
perverfe wicked Apprentice is a great Grievance upon the 
Matter, as he ‘can’t well get rid of him npon any Account 
whaticever (except Felony) without Confent, for the Jultices 
have no Power, as 1 know of, todifcharge the Apprentice 
for any Faulein him, as they have when the Fault is in the 
Matter. ‘This is very unequal, like fome other Abfurdi- 
tics in our Laws. ‘Therefore, 1 think it incumbent upon 
a Magifirate to be very fpariug in leflening a Matter’s Au- 
thority over his Apprentice, by officioufly interfering be- 
tween them ‘on every trifling Occafion. It is to be con- 
fidered too, that correétion from the Hand of a Mafter af- 
fetts uot a Boy's general Character like that of Bridewell, 
which puts him in a worfe Situation ; for it is natural for 
a Mafter, when he finds himfelf reftrained from repairing 
his injuries by a moderate Correcior, to have Recourfe to 
the Law, which, in Sefions, fends the Offender to Bride- 
avell at all Events to incor an Ignominity which will ttick 
to him, Boy and Man, for ever.

He was a Man 
of Learning, much addi&ed to Study, which is oere's to 
hav: fhorten’d his Days ; was of an affible eafy difpofition, 
an honelt, worthy, good Man, and a true Lover of his 
Country. 

The Right Hon. the Earl of Suffex and Lord Cathcart, 
the Two Noblemen who were Hottages in France are re 
turn'd from France. 

Monday being the Anniverfary of his Majeily’s Birth 
Day, who then enter'd into the 67th Year of his Age, the 
Morning was ufher’d in with ringing of Bells: At Noon 
there was a {plended Appearance of the Nobility, Foreign 
Minitters, Judges and other Perions of Diftinction, to pay 
their Complements to his Muajeity on that happy Oceafon. 
At One o’Clock the Park and low'r Guns were fired ; and

Perfons, one of whom, a Brazier, had his Skull fraétur'd, 
and thought paft Recovery ; and two Perfons, were fecur’d 
for affonting’ one of the Megiilrates of this City, as the 
Procefiion pafied apr Cheapfide. 

The Inhabitants of ]fiington having taken a Refolution 
of well guarding the Caufeway leading from Wood's Clofe 
to Iflington Upper-Turnpike, have raifed a Subfcription 
for keeping proper Men to guard all Paflengers going to 
and from London from five o’Clock in the Evening to 
eleven at Night. ‘The Patrale fcts out every half Hour, 
from the Fleece at Wood's Clofe for Iflingron, amd from 
the Welch Harp at Llington for London, - 

We are informed, that there are no lefs thad Sixteen 
Warchmen on the lower Road to Clapham, who. patrole 
within Call of each other; fo that no Robberies have been 
committed there lately. 

We hear that the Horfe Guards which are appointed to 
patrole about the City and- Liberty of Weftminites, are to 
keep in the High Streets, and that the Parties of Foot 
which are deftined for the fame Ufe, are to keep in the 
narrow Streets, Lanes, and other Thoroughfares ; by 
which Method every Place will be entirely fate from any 
Outrages of evil minded Perfons who have lately committed 
fuch Aéts of Barbarity in the Streets in the Night-time.
